THE APOSTLES OF CRIME, 


WHEN the time comes for the biographies of some of 
the most prominent of so-called“ demagogues”’ to 
be written, two facts will appeal with startling dis- 
tinctness to the working men of this country. First, 
how few are the men who, by impudence, self- 
assertion, and the desire for personal aggrandise- 
ment, contrive to monopclise public attention on be- 
half of “the working classes;’’ and, secondly, by 
what shallow and remorselessly hypocritical knaves 
certain associations of working men are led and in- 
fluenced. Wo begin to think that the time has 
already come when such contemporary biographies 
should be written and published; when the names, 
the characters, and the careers of those foreign mis- 
sionaries of bloodshed, anarchy, and plunder, who 
come here to take their usual base advautage of free 
institutions, and to plot in security against the well- 
being of the very people whose free hands and en- 
lightened generosity defend them from the short 
shrift of a hempen rope or a swiftly-falling knife, 
should be made known. They should stand in com- 
pany with certain other conspirators calling them- 
selves Englishmen, who, in the name of labour“ 
and “ liberty," prey upon their thoughtless fellowg, 
who subscribe to keep them in idle state that they 
may defy the authority of laws which were framed 
for the very protection of the workmen's rights in his 
wages and in his savings. : 

Such men are just now not only excusing and de- 
fending the crimes of the rabid horde which has 
tried to destroy Paris and to ruin France— to murder 
their afflicted mother that they might seramble and 
fight among themselves for what has been left of her 
belongings—but who have gloried in these shameful 
deeds and held them up to Englishmen asan example 
to be imitated. Itis time that these men were known 
for what they are, 

RELENTLESS VAMPIRES, 
who endeavour to suck the life - blood of the 
industry of this country. It is not long since 
we had occasion to refer to the gang of self- 
styled working men who, disdaining to labour 
while they can keep comfortable guarters in some 
public-house on the subscriptions of their dupes, 
constitute themselves into committees, and councils, 


and senates for all sorts of societies and associations, 


and spout blasphemy and sedition on Sunday even- 
ings when they are not engaged in assuming a 
meeker aspect in order to obtain the recognition of 
better and more reputable men. 

These and the like of these are now foaming at the 
mouth for the opportunity of fresh pickings ; and, 
though it is probable that they are too shrewd to 
believe that a communistic revolution is at all a pro- 
bable result of their ravings, would without mercy 
confiscate a percentage of the earnings of every 
working man in the kingdom as a contribution 
towards promoting the “ rights of labour” as repre- 
sented by their own conviction that all work ís a 
thing to be avoided as long as they can demand to be 
supported in idleness, 

These men the friends of the working classes! They 
would drain him of every extra sixpence, demand 
every farthing of his poor savings in the name of 

ty, reduce him to the sore straits indicated in 
our Illustration of the strike at Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
turn his children ont of doors, and degrade his wife 
to the lowest level of a debased humanity, If they 


e WITHOUT À CREED, 

as most of them profess to be, they have, at all 
events, a doctrine— the doetrine of devils; and, while 
to-night they are exclaiming on behalf of the rights 
of labour and g the vindication of those 
rights by the destruction of and the abo- 
lition of capital, to-morrow, will, if they have the 
power, denounce every st on behalf of decency 
and the liberty of every man to work and to deny 
himself for the sake of those whom he loves. Listen 
to them in their mad outery on occasions when they 
can venture to show all of the beast that there still is 
in their nature, and they rave against marriage and 
the tie of fatherhood and mol ood, against rever- 
ence and nobility of aim, against the central sacred 
idea of the family and the hearth which alone pre- 
serves to a nation the social organisation that can 
make it great and keep it pure. They would have 
women to be no other than debased slaves to pander 
to the lowest passions; children as possessing no 
claim except that which might be loosely accorded to 
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them by an entire community with little to spare 
from selfish indulgences. “Wife,” husband, 
“father,” “mother,” “family,” household, if 
they remained in the language, would bear no sacred 
meaning, and all that they now represent would, 
if these men could have their way, be abolished 
from among mankind ; while, in place of any orderly 
system maintained by laws which secure to workmen 
the just results of their individual industry añd self- 
denial, society would be split up into contending 
factions, each representing a pack of spoilers intent 
less on obtaining its just and equivalent proportion 
of the national property than of snatching from others 
even that which is necessary for the promotion of the 
common good. We say that such men as those to 
whom we refer—ruthless, impious, and basely corrupt 
men, who would betray thoir fellows for a bribe or 
cheat them for the sake of the meáns of self- 
indulgence—are just now endeavouring to ruin the 
cause of true and lofty Republicanism all over the 
world by advocating the 
COMMUNÍSM 


which has over and over again ruined Republicanism 
in France. They are men who are the enemies of al 
possible government, the enemies of moral order, and 
therefore the enemies of true humankind; and we 
raise our voice against them in the name of the 
Republic, which may yet be to come, but which they 
retard and profane by a war against national as well 
as individual property, and against national as well 
as individual liberty. In the name of

the principles of which we are not the slowest to 
acknowledge, but the peaceful and sacred triumph of 
which we may not see in our day, we utterly de- 
nounce these terrorist wolves in the clothing of 
International“ sheep; for it is they who make 
armed polity of so long life, and who perpetuate the 
tyranny of physical force by calling forth the indig- 
nant remonstrance of the sword, 


EATING OUT OF HOUSE AND HOME 
has come to be a fashion now that it has almost 
ceased to be a proverb, We are most of us familiar 
with picnics, and those of us who belong to the agri- 
cultural districts are not unacquainted with those re- 
joicings such as on the coming of age of a young 
squire or the “silver wedding" of a lord of the 
manor, when the “bold peasantry” who are sup- 
posed to be a country's pride are invited to a feast in 
the home meadow or under the shadow of the big 
barn; while “the quality” make a similar but less 
hearty repast in a big marquée on the lawn. 

Whatever may be the source from which it is bor- 
rowed, this fashion of open-air eating and drinking 
a kind of secular revival of the old feast of taber- 
nacles—is becoming a custom where customs receive 
the sanction that makes them a part of manners, For 
heavy state banquets or dry receptions there is now 
substituted a Royal breakfast; and, to make the 
occasion more popular, it is called—and in a neces- 
sarily restricted sense is meant to be—a public 
breakfast, The second of these observances has been 
held at Buckingham Palace this week. 

The fashion is an old one, especially in Franco, 
where the King used formerly to dine in public— 


that is to say, to sit down to a state banquet in a | la 


great hall where a certain number of his subjects 
conld look on; and, as lately as the reign of the 
Eighth Harry, the same thing has been done in 
England. The present Royal breakfasts, however, 
are hospitable entertainments, whero the guests are 
invited to eat and drink, and tho number of her 
Majesty's lieges present under the great marquee and 
in the reception-rooms at Buckingham Palace yester- 
day morning might have caused a serious difficulty 
if the entire assembly had Leen held within doors, 
One especial adjunct of this Royal reception, how- 
ever, still requires to be considered; and, until some 
authoritative settlement of an important question is 
arrived at, serious dissatisfaction will be the result, 
At every fresh arrival the guests already assembled 
either looked with critical dissatisfaction or with an 
expression of countenance which said plainly, “ Hur- 
rah! here"s another Guy!” To speak the truth, no 
human being knows exactly what is the costume “ de 
rigueur” of a Royal public breakfast. The Lord 
Chamberlain has pondered the question even to the 
neglect of regulating the length of skirt demanded 
by public opinion in the last new ballet, but he has 
given us no official utterance. Thus every visitor

THE ARMY BILL, 

Another effort was made, on Monday, in the House 
of Commons to render the Army reform measure o 
the Government somewhát less ineffective. Mr, 
M'Cullagh-Torrens moved that no soldier should be 
liable to serve out of the United Kingdom under the 
age of twenty years. He thought the time 
come when, if they wished to have a national army, 
the stupidity and inexperience of youth, and the 
recklessness of ragawuflinry in public-houses, should 
give way to the intelligent, loyal, and useful minds 
of this country. Let them do as Prussia, America, 
and Switzerland had done, and as France had once 
done, and he hoped might do again—trust the de- 
fence of the country to an pe | worthy of the nation, 
in sympathy with and and parcel of those whom 
it had to fight for. Then, indeed, they might care 
very little for the threats of foreign Powers; for with 
their fleet for the first line of defence and their army 
for the second, their safety would be secured (Cheers).

It remains now for the 
Lords to show whether they have sufficient states- 
manship to meet the difficulty of the situation. A. 
meeting of Conservative peers took place on Mon- 
day, nt tho residence of the Duke o Richmond, at 
which, iť is generally understood, the course to be 
taken in the Upper House with regard to the 
Abolition of a vd Bill was decided on. It has 
been resolved to reject the measure on the second 
reading, instead of modifying its provisions, as Was 
at first intended, and sending it back to the 
Commons. , 


THE LATE GEORGE GROTE. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Grote, who, 
after a long and enfeebling illness, died on Sunday 
morning, at twenty minutes past seven o'clock, at 
his residence in Saville-row. Á successful banker and 
an ardent politician; a thorough man of business and 
a distin ned man of letters; a philosopher of 
remarkable power; a scholar with few equals among 
his countrymen; an historian with no superior among 
his con the late Mr. Grote was empha- 
tically a man whose death England has ample reason 
to deplore, while taking just pride in his career and 
feeling heartily grateful for his services. Though he 
has lived to complete his great “ History of Greece," 
— he has not finished all the work he had projected. 

evertheless, he has lived long enough aud worked 
diligently enough to give him a first place amon the 
notable men of the civilised world. After a brief 


illness, he passed away at the mature ago of seventy- 
seven.

the listlessness of those who look up to them as 
**bread-winners,’’ not ““bread-beggars,'' the fruit- 
lessness of their infatuated attempt to counteract the 
effect of the unalterable law of supply and demand , 
and deplorable especially from a national point of 
view, as the strike must, if persisted iv, drive a lucra- 
tive industry out of this country and into the hands 
of foreigners. It was with pleasure we heard that 
Mr. Walter Morrison, M.P., and Mr. Pears, of the 
Social Science Association, lately visited Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, with a view of seeing if any means could be 
adopted of bringing the engineers and their em- 
ployers into friendly conference. Though the latest 
news from the head-quarters of the strike is as dis- 
couraging as ever, we yethopethat the good counsels 
of these disinterested gentlemen will ultimately pre- 
vail, notwithstanding their efforts were at first un- 
availing. The last item of stubbornness we glean 
from the Newcastle Chronicle is that a mass meeting 
of the engineers on strike was held on the Town Moor 
last Monday. About 5000 were present, who marched

WORKING MEN'S CLUBS, 

Wary shouldn't Walworth as well as Pall-mall 
have its club? This is a common and not unimpor- 
tant question just now. Last Saturday the case of 
the Times Working Men's Club in Walworth again 
occupied the attention of the Lambeth police magis- 
trate. According to the evidence of a Formak secre- 
tary, the club was established after a numerously- 
attended public meeting. Rules were drawn up, 
and the defendant was appointed manager, with 
power to purchase provisions and to engage the 
necessary staff of servants. The defendant had 
regularly to produce his books to the committee. 
There were about 400 members in the club, and the 
weekly takings were between £15 and £25. Mr. 
Henry Solly, who was also called, said he had paida 
visit to the place, and from what he had seen he was 
satisfied that this was a bond fide working men's 
club. The further hearing has been again adjourned. 

Mr. Solly's view of the matter was laid before Mr. 
Bruce, on Saturday afternoon, by a deputation from 
the Working Men’s Club Association, which included 
Lord Lyttelton, Sir Harcourt Johnstone, M.P., Sir 
John Bowring, and Mr. Solly. The Home Secretary, 
in reply, said he was most anxious to encourage in 
ible way the establishment of legitimate 

bs for working men; but there was great difficult 
in distinguishing between these and the houses open 
by publicans who were without licenses. The sub- 
ject should, however, receive the most. careful con- 
sideration at the hands of the Government. 


SEVERE THUNDERSTORMS. 

London and many parts of the provinces were, on 
Monday and Tuesday, visited by occasional violent 
storms of thunder and lightning, and heavy showers 
of rain.

Adjournment of the case on July 10 was applied 
for on Tuesday both by Serjeant Ballantine and the 
Solicitor-General; but the Lord Chief Justice said 
that he had been extremely desirous to afford every 
convenience to every body that lay in his power, and 
he had appointed the present sittings upon the sug- 
gestion that the case would occupy six or seven 
weeks, He should still be content to sit on until 
Aug. 10, if he could get the Home Secretary to 
appoint some one else to go circuit for him; and no 
doubt the right hon. gentleman would have done 
this if the case could have~been finished within that 
time. The Foreman of the Jury remarked that they 
were quite content to leave the matter in the hands 
of the Court; but he suggested that it would be most 
convenient to some of them that the reassembling 
should not be until Nov. 7, The Lord Chief Justice 
added that there would be plenty of time to consider 
that. Tho claimant was subsequently questioned 
closely as to his connection with Arthur Orton :— 

The Solicitor General: Tell me ns nearly as you can the 
place where you met Arthur Orton.— Witness: I firat met 
him, at the latter end of 1855. at Bol+dale. I next saw him six 
months after, at Boisdale again, He then bore the name of 
Arthur Orton, I met him a fortnight after that at Dargo.

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HOLIDAY TRIPS.—No, 1. 


A JAUNT IN SCOTLAND, 


“Cook's Excurstonist”’ is before us, and, as we 
glance over page after page of pae excursions, an 
irresistible longing is created to fly any where, any where 
out of the town. But there is an embarrassment of 
riches. Irish trips, bathing attractions at innumerable 
watering-places, and tours in France and Germany, 
all in turn tempt us. But we prefer a Scottish jaunt. 
Is it not the centenary of Sir Walter scott this year ? 
Let us pay homage, then, to the land of his birth, 
and, procuring our tickets at Cook's Tourist Office, 
98, F eet-street, hie northward ho! Let us begin by 
a delightful 
STEAM-BOAT TRIP 

from Glasgow to Inverness by the route of the Cale- 
donian Canal, or the “ Royal route,” as the guide- 
books call it. It is a voyage of two days, in and out 
among the islands of the west coast of Scotland, 
through narrow straits in which the water glistens as 
green as a mass of emerald; and on a calm day the 
mountain masses of Argyll and Lochaber, the highest 
in Britain, are reflected with exquisite transparency. 
The finest vessels that ply from the Clyde are engaged 
on the western section of this journey; and connected 
with them are steamers which start daily to Staffa 
and Iona or to Glencoe, and twice a week to Skye 
and the outer Hebrides, “ placed far amid the melan- 
choly main.” At Banwie, or Corpach, where the 
Caledonian Canal begins, a smaller class of vessel is 
required, on account of the locks and gates through 
which the navigation has to be conducted; but the 
steamers here, like those on the other section 
of the route, are devoted only to tourist traffic. In 
the holiday season they come forth glistening 
with gold and white paint; clean as a yacht, with 
luxurious and gorgeous saloons, which seem made up 
of plate-glass windows and mirrors; carrying an 
excellent cuisine, and manned by smart, intelligent, 
and obliging officers, who sport the legitimate blue 
jacket and brass buttons. The Gondolier, Captain 
Campbell, one of the vessels of this class, belongs, 
like the rest of the fleet on the ** Royal route,” to the 
enterprising firm of Messrs. David Hutcheson and 
Co., of Glasgow, to whom is due the credit of having 
opened up a great part of the present traffic of 
the West Highlands and islands of Scotland. The 
route is through the magnificent freshwater lakes, and 
the few miles of canal that connect them, which form 
the basin of the great glen of Scotland. The whole 
distance from the Atlantic to the German Ocean at 
this point is sixty miles and a half, of which the 
navigation of about forty miles is natural and the 
rest artificial. The largest lake of the series is Loch 
Ness, twenty-four miles long by from two to three 
miles in breadth and of immense depth. Close by the 
old castle of Urquhart the Admiralty plumb-lead 
sounded a depth of 296 fathoms, nearly 1800 ft. 
deeper than any part of the German Ocean! The 
castle is of great antiquity. Tradition affirms that 
it was a stronghold of the Picts, and was besieged in 
the seventh century by Donald Breac, one of the 
Kings of Scots, who was crowned at the old regal 
palace of Dunstaffnage, near Oban. It certainly 
played an important part in the wars of Scottish 
independence, having resisted the Lieutenants of 
Edward I. of England longer than any other fort- 
alice in the country. The comfortable inn of Drum- 
nadrochit, which has acquired some literary celebrity 
in these later years, is within a couple of miles of 
Castle Urquhart; and Divach, the favourite High- 
land residence of the late John Phillip, R.A.—one 
of the most charming spots in the north—is within 
less than half an hour's walk, 

We have engraved a sketch of Castle Urquhart; 
but along the whole route of the Caledonian Cana 
there are spots of exquisite scenery, well worthy a 
visit of the tourist or artist, The interest of his- 
torical associations is also felt along the route. This 
great glen of Scotland, which forms a natural division 
of the Highlands, has been the scene of many events 
of national im ce. At Inverloch ontrose 
gained one of his greatdst victories in 1645; and it 
was by the head of Loch Ness, a century afterwards, 
that ce Charlie marched to meet Sir John hE i 
at the outbreak of the Rebellion, In the ruin an 
disaster that, followed the Battle of Culloden, the 
shores of Loch Ness, Loch Oich, and Loch Lochy 
experienced more than their ordinary share; but the 
eores of those times have been h over, and the 
tourist of modern days sees only a land of beauty, 
prosperity, and loyalty, easily traversed, and always 
revisited with pleasure.

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A ROMANCE OF THE PEERAGE. 
Wr have before related the sad story oi the 
FATE OT THE YOUNG EARL OF ABERDEEN, 


As was said of Sir Roger Tichborne, the young Earl 
was supposed to be lost at sea. This supposition has 
not only been substantiated in the Edinburgh Sheriff 
Court of Chancery; but the remarkable story re- 
yealed gives yet another proof that truth is stranger 
than fiction. The case in question was a petition by 
the Right Hon. John Campbell Gordon, Earl of Abor- 
deen, to have himself served as heir to his brother, the 
deceased Right Hon. George Gordon, Earl of Aber- 
deen. The Sheriff of Chancery last year appointed 
Mr. Harry Smith, advocate, as a Commissioner to 
take evidence as to the identity and death of the late 
Earl of Aberdeen. The Commissioner accordingly 
proceeded to America, along with Mr. 8. G, M'Laren, 
on behalf of Messrs. Tods, Murray; and Jamieson, 
W.S., agents for the petitioner, and had taken a 
large amount of evidence both there and elsewhere, 
which formed a bulky printed record. Mr. Jamieson 
stated the case for the petitioner, and said that the 
Commissioners had succeeded beyond their expecta- 
tions in establishing that the George H. Osborne who 
was drowned on Jan, 27, 1870, on board the Hera, 
was the Earl of Aberdeen. As to the proof of iden- 
tity, they had first a number of photographs of 
the late Earl that had been taken from this 


country, and six that had been discovered in 
America, and taken there as portraits of 
George H. Osborne. As to the latter, tho late Earl's 
mother, Lady Aberd said “she recognised them 
all as without doubt photographs of her deceased 
gon,” There were a great many accounts, letters, 
and memoranda made by George H. Osborne as mate 
of the ship. The handwriting in these was clearly 
spoken to as that of the Earl of Aberdeen, His 
mother bore conclusive testimony on this point also, 
Among his effects which had been given up by the 
captain of the Hera there was a song in his own 
handwriting, entitled “ The Rainy Day,” which his 
mother had often sung to him, and of which he was 
very fond. It was proved that the rifle which be- 
longed to the late Earl had been sold to the witness 
Ranald, residing in Richmond, by George H. Osborne, 
This rifle and a number of small articles connected 
with it were proved to have been purchased from Mr, 
Henry, gunmaker, Edinburgh, by Lord Aberdeen, 
by a minute description of it given by Ranald, and 
by reference to Mr. Henry for the number, &c. After 
reading a portion of the evidence to show the late 
Earls fondness for the sea, Mr. Jamieson traced his 
history, as-elicited in the evidence, from the time 
he landed at Boston, in May, 1866, in company with 
Lord Gosford and Mr. Peterkin, and put up at the 
Revere House in that town. It was after leavin 
this house that he adopted his assumed name, an 
he was never heard of again as Lord Aberdeen except 
in letters to his mother.
